GETTING 


That coal will be scarce and high 


this fall mid winter unless some un- 
foreseen evem occurs is the consensus 
of opinion among1 Boston retail and 
wholesale dealers. The price at pres- 
ont In Greater Hoston holds at $7.50- 
¥7.75, but it is claimed that many deal- 
ers are losing: money at 
this figure. 


The opinion appears to be that, unless 
a change fur the 
better 
soon comes 


some of the dealers will be forced to 
the wall or at least to close up shop. 


"No change for the better In the east- 


ern market is probable, say the coal 
men, until December at the earliest. 
At present, the West and northwest is 
receiving the hulk of the coal ship- 
ments and this supply will nM be di- 
verted to the eastern coast until the 
luke-a are frozen and shipments to th*j 
West cease.

by the assessors the present year. 


He said the railroad would present 


evidence pertaining to 
the towns of 


ClarkcviUe and Pittsburg. He stated 
that the total valuation of the real es- 
tate in Pittsburg, assessed by the se- 
lectmen of that town In 1911, waa $1,- 
121,093. and In 1912, $1,683,748. Dur- 
ing 1911, the 
railroad 
had 
experts 


make a thorough examination of the 
real estate of that town and those ex- 
perts placed the valuation at §5,583,966. 
The assessed valuation of Clarksvllle 
real estate in Mill 
was 
5241,354; in 


1912 it is $352,424. The value fixed by 
the railroad experts in 1911 was $969,- 
110. 
"Using- the 1912 assessment and 


the value fixed by the railroad experts, 
lhe real estate of Pittsburg is assessed 
•it 31) per cent., of its value andthat of 
^larksville at 24 per ccmt. 


The railroad put the three selectmen

Fruits Ripened by Drug Vapors. 
Horticulturists have for some time 


been experimenting on the effects to 
be obtained by subjecting plants to 
the vapor of ether, 
chloroform 


other volatile substances. They hnvt 
found that the growth of many fruits 
and flowers can he forced by 
this 


method and have obtained particularly 
striking results with lilacs, which they 
have thus been able readily to obtain 
In winter. An American agriculturist 
has experimented more particularly in 
the effect of these and other sub- 
stances on the ripening of fruit. Hit 
observations have shown that in th« 
majority of cases the moro volatile 
the substance to which the plan£ H 
treated the more rapid is the ripening 
In forcing tho ripening of dates, foi 
Instance, he found that the best re 
suits were obtained when he employed 
acetic, proprlonic, lactic or salicylic 
acid. Heat powerfully stimulates the 
ripening process and one of the pecul 
iiirltles of fruits thus forced to ma- 
turity is that they are generally found 
to Keep better than those which have 
ripened naturally.
